The South Doing Best. 

Slavery limited the South to one 
vocation, agriculture and the war 
and emancipation impoverished the 
planters of that section With the 
close of the war the South was bank 
rupt, its credit destroyed, its planta- 
tions fenceless, often without build- 
ings, and invariably without a work- 
ing force. Slavery had rendered all 
other form of industrial development 
in the South impossible and the war 
instigated by slavery not only wiped 
out slavery but ruined the single 
industry to which slavery had limit- 
ed the country. 

.The war did not destroy, any of 
the great national wealth of this 
section, however and with slavery 
out of the way, it became possible to 
open the coal mines of the South, 
establish blast furnaces to manufact- 
ure Southern ore into pigiron, build 
factories to manufacture Southern 
cotton and to turn the South's im- 
mense forests of valuable timber into 
merchantable lumber. There were 
knotty social, political and econemic 
problems to be solved, requiring 
some time, of course, but these 
a gradual process of solution, 
it has come to pass that wi 
thirty years of the close of the 
the South has not only been reco« 
ed as the most inviting field for the 
investment of capital in industrial 
development, but that in a period of 
great industrial depression it 
one section that is making progress 
all the time. 

Two statistical reports out ol 
many are worth quoting in proof 
this fact. The production of pigiron 
for 1896 in the United States was 
8,623,127 tons, a decrease of 823.181 
tons from the year 1895. Of this 
amount the South, in which there 
was scarcely a blast furnace at the 
close of the war, produced 1,839,451 
tons, an increase of 132.000 over 1895. 
The whole country showed a heavy 
decline in pig iron production for 
the year but the South made a dis- 
tinct gain. The bank clearings tell 
the same story. The clearings of the 
second week in January for the whole 
South, as compared with the cor- 
responding week one year ago, show 
l gain of 6 per cent., while the Mid- 
dle States sho'w a decrease 2 12, the 
Middle Western a decrease of nearly 
11 1-2 and the Pacific a decrease of 
3 1-3 per cent. Only New England 
of the entire North showed any in 
crease at all, and its increase was 
less than that of the South. 

In spite of past misfortunes and 
mistakes the great natural wealth of 
the South which was left untouched 
during slavery days in forcing that 
section to the front as the one place 
that prospers in bad times as well as 
in good. These figures are well 



worth the careful consideration of 
Northern capitalists seeking new 
investments. — Philadelphia Times.

Grafting Wax. 

Question. — Please tell me how to ■ 
make grafting wax. Aud give me a ' 
good recipe for making whitewash that 
will stick. 

An-swkb.— A cheap and good grafting ' 
wax cau be made by melting together : 
two parts of beeswax, one part of tallow 
and four parts of rosin. Stir until cool 
enough to handle aud then puillike 
lasses candy. After applying cover with 
cloth or paper, to protect from a very 
hot sun. If you want a harder wax, 
use five parts of rosin instead of four. 
Another grafting wax much used is 
made by melting together three parts of 
rosin, three parts of beeswax and two 
parts of tallow. 

To make good whitewash, take % 
bushel unslaked lime, freshly burned it 
possible. Slake with hot water, keep- 
ing covered in the process. Add to this 
1 peck of salt, dissolved in soft 
water. Then add 5 gallons hoi 
stirring well. Cover up and let stand 
two or three days before using. When 
using apply hot and you will find it 
very satisfactory. Whitewash should 
be used more freely on our farm build- 
ings and fences, as it is conducive to 
health, preserves the wood aud renders 
attractive in appearance many buildings 
that would otherwise be unsightly. A 
cream color may be given the above 
wash by the addition of yellow ochre, 
or a good pearl by adding lamp black.— 
State Agricultural Department. 

Question.— I have several cows that 
appear to be going blind with inflamed 
eyes; appetite good all the time. Can 
you tell me what to do for them? 

Answer.— Ophthalmia, or inflamma- 
tion of the eyes, is a disease to which 
cattle are not very subject, the most 
common cause being exposure to cold. 
From the number of cows that are 
troubled with this disease, I infer that 
the inflamed eyes are a symptom only 
of some other disease. If I am correct 
your description is too meager to diag- 
nose the cause of the trouble. 

If there is nothing wrong with the 
oows save inflammation of the eyes, I 
would advise that you bathe the eyes 
carefully morning and night with the 
following mixture: Sulphate of 
20 grains; acetate of lead, 1 drachm; 
tincture of opium, % ounce; fluid ex- 
tract of belladonna; 2 drachms; 
water, or water that has been boiled, 1 
pint. Mix thoroughly. Should a white 
film form over the ball of the eye apply 
directly to it morning and night, with a 
soft feather, the following: Ton 
of nitrate of silver, thoroughly dis- 
solved in 1 ounce of water that has been 
boiled. Continue this until the film 
disappears. — State Agricultural Depart- 
ment. 

Method of Keeping K£g*. 

Question.— Can you give me some re- 
ceipt by which I can keep eggs from 
March until the following winter? 

Answer.— There are a number of 
methods that are recommended for 
keeping eggs, but I doubt very much 
whether any of them would preserve 
the eggs in eatable condition for the 
length of time you desire. I would sug- 
gest that you put up the eggs in 
tember and October, when they are 
usually very cheap, and you can then 
keep then until Xmas, and sell at a good 
profit. Either of the following meth- 
ods are said to be good, but in every 
case the eggs must be perfectly fresh, 
or they will certainly spoil. First 
Method — Slack quick lime in water suf- 
ficiently for your purpose, and when it 
has settled, draw off the water. To 
each gallon of water add 1 pound of 
salt. Immerse the eggs in this solution, 
and be careful to always keep them bo- 
low the surface of the water. The fol- 
lowing method, tried by the Agricult- 
ural Department at Washington, 
found to keep the eggs in good condi- 
tion for six months in cool weather, viz: 
Bub or rather anoint the eggs all over 
with linseed oil, and place them with 
the small ends downward in dry sand. ; 
Still another plan is to dissolve 4 ounces ' 
of beeswax in 7 ounces of warm olive 
oil, anoint the eggs all over with this 
preparation, and put away in a cool 
place. This will preserve them for many I 
months, it is said.— State Agricultural j 
Department.

While electricity is certain to ef- 
fect a very material saving in, man- 
ufacturing it has other uses quite 
as important. Where there is one. 
factory there may be hundreds of 
dwellings, and when the electric 
current can be introduced into 
these dwellings Jts advantages will 
be manifold. As to economy, the 
Niagara falls power has produced 
the most startlinor results. It costs 
but $36" a year per horsepower for 
.electricity used 24 hours in the 
day, This is ,much less than the 
.cost of steam used 10 hours a day. , 
There are hopes that even these | 
..figures will be very materially re-- ; 
duced, and that new appliances 
will show new uses for electricity, 
and that we will not only have our 
houses lighted and heated by this 
means, but it will bs able to per- 
form many services automatically. 
One of the latest adaptations of 
electricity is its use in laundries. 
The irons are heated by electricity, 
and by proper regulation a current 
is used which, is absolutely uniform. , 
All of the hesttiis utilized, and every i 
stroke of the iron tells., as there is 
no waiting or wondering ©r ques- 
tioning if the iron is hot enough. 
Another great advantage is that it 
does not heat the room, as the ra- 
diation from the iron is not per- 
ceptible. Gas heated irons vitiate 
tha atmosphere, and the operators • 
become weary and lack vitality. 
Where natural gas has heretofore 
been employed for heating irons it 
is now used to generate electricity, 
and the change is of great advan- 
tage, both financially and in point 
of health. — New York Ledger.

You made mention in a late Iss ue 
of jour paper to the time when the 
Methodist Sunday School was first 
established in Dahlonega.

I do not recollect any Baptist 
teachers, because at that time, Bap- 
tist leaders were not much in favor 
)f Sunday Schools, although nearlj 
every Baptist family in Dahlonega 
sent their children to this Union 
School.

A recent and rather extended visit 

the southwestern section of the state 

has much encouraged our belief in the 

advance of Georgia agriculture. Farms, 

which for years have been given over 

to broomsedge and briars, are being re- 
claimed, and what were a few years 

ago trackless pine forests, are now 

dotted over with neat farm houses and 

well kept farms. It is only on the 

larger plantations, where tenants are 

entrusted with the management or mis- 
management of farm affairs, that one 

notices the evidence of stagnation. The 

watchword seems to be "Progress" and 

farmers as a rule are attaining to a 

comfort and independence unknown in 

the years immediately succeeding the 

war. Of course there are exceptions, 

but in the main, where men have raised 

their home supplies and farmed on 

strictly business principles, the reward 

has been sure and it has not been long 

delayed. In many cases men who were 

formerly working for standing wages, 

or renting a one or two- mule farm, by 

this "open Sesame" of careful manage- 
ment, and of producing at home all the 

bread and meat needed to carry on their 

business, have been enabled to enter on j 

the enjoyment of an independent home 
life whose equal for comfort and free- 
dom from the rush and struggle of the 
general business world is not found on 
the globe. One negro man, who 15 
years ago was hiring at HO. 00 a month, 
today owns a 600- acre farm 
fortuble 8- room house and necessary 
outbuildings, among which is a smoke 
house containing 800 pounds of home 
raised meat and cribs stored with 
and forage for the coming year's de- 
mands. Another man, white, who was 
once a renter with only a small force at 
his command, today runs 30 plows and 
owns hundreds of acres of land. On 
inquiry we found that the inflexible 
rule in both cases has been ample pro- 
vision crops and as much cotton as could 
be well taken care of. In the first case, 
the man's own family of boys have 
hslped him to gain his position. In the 
second, the goal has been reached by a 
strict adherence to agricultural business 
principles, coupled with a sagacity, 
which has enabled the 
clear of speculation and produce his cot- 
ton at a figure several degrees below 
the soiling price. What is in tne land 
for these two men is there for others of 
equal pluck and energy.

Foi 
this purpose the Amber varieties arc 
extensively used at the south as well as 
the north and west, but many southern 
farmers prefer the Orange varieties. 
These are rather later than the Amber, 
and are of coarser growth. As a gen- 
eral rule the same preparation should 
be given to the laud as that required foi 
a crop of corn or cotton. If the laud is 
rough or cloddy it should be smoothed 
with a harrow and bedded as for cot- 
toil. The seed should be sown much 
thicker when the crop is intended foe 
forage than where syrup is the object. 
If planted in drills it should bo given 
about the same cultivation as corn, cul- 
tivating shallow and often. The time 
of planting should be decided by tha 
season, any time from the middle of 
April to the middle of May, after the 
ground is well warmed. The plants 
grow slowly abovj ground at first, but 
the root growth is rapid, and as soon as 
these are well established the stems be- 
gin to develop very rapidly, and owing 
to their abundant and long roots the 
plants resist drouth more successfully 
than corn. The cutting may begin as 
soon as the heads begin to form, but the 
best time is when the seeds are half 
ripe. After the first cutting, if the 
held is again cultivated, a second, a 
third and even a fourth cutting may, 
under favorable conditions, be obtained. 
Often peas, beans, corn or millet is 
sown with the sorghum broadcast, and 
the field may be pastured, or the crop 
cut for hay. The practice of sowing 
legumes, as peas, beans, etc., with the 
sorghum is a most excellent one because 
the legumes furnish the muscle making 
materials, while the sorghum is rich in 
fat-forming substances, and the two 
combined make a more perfect feed. 
Another advantage is that, although 
the sorghum draws very little upon the 
nitrogen .of the soil, the peas will r« 
place whatever of this element is taken 
off. This would .indicate that a fertil- 
izer running very low in nitrogen, with 
a fall per cent of potash and phosph 
acid, should be selected for this crop.
